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NEW ORLEANS— Gordon 
Novel, sought as a witness 
in District Attorney Jim 
Garrison’s investigation of 
the Kennedy assassination, 
worked for the Central In- 
telligence Agency in early 
1961, Novel’s attorney said 
yesterday. 

The attorney, Steve Plot- 
kin said Novell served as an 
intermediary between the 
CIA and anti-Castro Cubans 
in New Orleans and Miami 
before the April. 1.9G1, Bay 
of Pigs invasion. Plotkin 
maintained, though, that 
Novel had “little or nothing 
to do with the B.r- of Pigs 
invasion and certainly had 
absolutely nothing to do 
with the assassination of 
President Kennedy.” 

Garrison has charged that 
the CIA fomented a “mon- 
strous coverup” to dupe the 
Warren Commission in its 
investigation of the assas- 
sination. 

Plotkin made his state- 
ment after the New Orleans 
States-Item said it had dis- 
covered a letter written by 
Novel apparently to a CIA 
official named “Mr. Weiss” 
and asking that he be taken 
“out of this mess” in March 
of this year. '
